Continuation of ANSON’ s Voyage round the World. 


Rain, fome of which they catch’d in their Sails, 
which they {pread horizontally, and deepened by Bul- 
acts for the better containing it. Upon this unexpected 
Reliet they bore away for the Squadron, who received 
them joyfully, and then prepared to fleer for 4fa; 
having firft {ent their Prifoners to the Governor of .4- 
capulco, who alfo had before fent off to them a Boat 
foaded with Refrefhments, which the bad Weather 
torced bach without delivering the Prefent. But be- 
fore we accompany the Engi out of a Country 
where they had promiled themlelves the moft advan- 
tageous Succeiies, let us examine if their Hopes were 
unreaionable, and what they might have done in more 
favourable Circumitances. If this fhould feem to be 
aw imperuigent Digredlion, it is a fuflicient Apology to 
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fay, that we are led into it by the judicious Author 
himfelf. 

Had they fet out three Months fooner, the Paflage 
round Cape Horn would have been performed in the 
Summer; confequently it would have been fhorter and 
fafer, and the Fleet would have appeared before Ba/- 
divia in its full Strength. The Englifd could have 
had nothing to fear from the Naval Forces of their £- 
nemy ; for, as they could not poflibly have put to Sea 
fooner than they did,. fo the fame Difafters would 
have ftill befallenthem.  Ba/divia, being but weakly 
fortified, and its Inhabitants unufed to War, would 
foon have fubmitted to the Evg/i// Squadron. This. 
Conquett alone would have bid fair for all C4//i. The 
Governors of the feveral Provinces of this vaft King- 
dom were fo intent upon Riches, that they quite neg- 
le€ted the Towns. ‘The Magazines were empty, the 
Fortifications ruinous, and military Difcipline wholly 
neglected. The Troops, enervated by Heat and 
Luxury, had quite forgotten the Ufe of Fire-Arms; 
nor were there 300 Mufkets in all C4:/:. The opulent 
Cities of Panama and Calao could not have withftood. 
the Englifo ;. and the Viceroy himfelf feared they 
would extend their Conquetts as far as Lima Dif- 
fenfions run fo high among the Governors, that, far 
from uniting for their common Defence, each would 
have rejoiced in the Defolation of his Neighbour. 
The Indians, tullof Refentment againft their tyrannic 
Lords, who threatened them with another Pizarro, 
would have looked upon the Evg/:/4 as their Deliver- 
ers. The Arraucos, the Pulches, the P. nguinches, and 
the Indians bordering on Peru, would have joined their 
Forces, which might have brought on a general Re-. 
volt. Spain being fo powerfully attacked in thofe 
Countries, which are the Source of all its Treafures, 
mutt, for their Prefervation, have fent over a confide- 
rable Fleet and Army, and confequently muft have 
had little left to affift the Enemies of Eng/ard. Such, 
our Author conjectures, might probably have been 
the Effects of this Expedition. Of thefe, however, 
it fell far fhort, and was attended with great Sufferings, 
as will farther appear in the Voyage to “fa. 

The Centurion and Gloucefter left the Coaft of Ame- 
rica the Oth of May, 1742. The firft Land in 442 
which they could ‘reach was the Iflands Ladrone:, 
which are feparated from America by near one Third 
of the Globe’s Circumference. But as the N. E. 
Winds, which are favourable for this Voyage, ufually 
blow between the Tropics, the Enxg/if could not think 
that they could be longer about it than the Spani- 
ards, who generally perform it in two Months. In 
this Confidence they put to Sea, and flood for the Lati- 
tude where the molt regular Winds are expected ; but, 
contrary to their Expectations, the Wind fhifted fo 
often, and they had fo many {trong Gales at W. that, 
in 7 Weeks, they had not proceeded one Fourth of 
the Voyage. Several Misfortunes happen’d during 
this tedious Delay. Both Ships fprung their Mats in 
feveral Places, and being obliged to keep their Pumps 
continually 
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continually going, on Account of the Leaks, it was an 
iniup portable Fatigue to the Men, the greateit Part of 
yhom were weakened by the Scurvy. 

Tho’ they had Plenty of Provifions, and tho’ the 
Rains conftandy fupplied them with Water, and all 
pofible Care was taken to keep the Ships cool and 
clean; yetthe Scurvy continued its Havock, notwith- 
fianding all their Skill and Precaution: And even when 
the fair Winds fet in towards the End of june, the 
Voyage was far from being fo fpeedy as might have 
been hoped. The Gloucefter having loft her Main- 
matt {ail'd heavily, and the Cezturion loit near a Month 
in waiting for her. When they were within 300 
Leagues of the Port, the Gloucefter’s other Matts were 
all carried away by fome contrary Gales; nor were 
her Crew any longer able to free her ot Water; fo 
that on the 1sth of d4ugu/?, having taken out the mott 
neceflary Stores, they fet her on Fire; and on the 23d 
they made fome Iflands, which were the firft that they 
had feen during this long Paflage; and on the 26th,. 
while they were regretting the apparent Difficulty of 
landing at any of thele, and fearing they fhould not 
get Sight of any others, they difcovered three more. 
Of one of thete, a Boat, which they had taken, gave 
them fuch an inviting Account, that they immediately 
fet about landing their Men ‘The Sick, who were 
now grown very numerous, were, without Delay, put 
on Shore, being carried on the Shoulders even of their 
Officers, their humane Commodore fetiing the Example. 
Here they recover’d furprifingly, fo that all the Time 
they ftay’d; they loft but 10 Men. ‘Their quick Re- 
covery was owing (o the acid Fruits, and anti-fcorbu- 
tic Plants, as well as to the healthful Qualities of the 
Aur, Beafts, Fowls, and Vegetables were here in 
great Abundance ; and tho’ there was no River, this 
Defect was amply fupply’d by feveral Refervoirs of 
excellent Water, iffuing from the Springs. But, as 
the fineft Countries are fubjeét to fome Inconveniences, 
lo was this delightful Ifland of Tinian. The Chief is 
the Want of Harbours, for there is but one Place 
where Ships can anchor, which is to the S. E. and 
this, from the Middle of une to the Middle of O&o- 
fer, is expofed to very furious ‘Tempefts, which blow 
at the new and full Moons. The Coral, which fpreads 
all over the Bottom of the Sea, wounds the Cables, fo 
that they eafily part in a ftrong Current, or hard 
Gale. This the Centurion experienced on the 22d of 
September, when a ftrong Guft of Wind broke both 
‘er Cables, and drove her from the Coatt, fo that it 
was 19 Days before fhe could get back again. As the 
createit Part of the Ship’s Company was on Shore 
with Mr. Anfon, only 108 Men were on board, and 
noit of them fickly. This was a Number fo unequal 
to the Working of the Pumps, and at the fame 

lime navigating the Ship,. that it was impoflible for

hem to bring her fooner back to the Ifland, where 
indeed fhe had been given over for loft. The Com- 
modore, who at firft fhew’d no Signs of Uneafinefs, 
‘4s unable to conceal the Emotions of his Mind ; when,

fome Days after the Ship's Departure, he perceived two 
Boats, which at firft he imag 
Centurion, and feared that the Ship was foundered, 
and that the Perions who had taved themielves in 
thefe Boats, were all that remained of the Crew. 
‘This Conjecture, but eipecially the Apprehenfion that 
all the expected Glory and Advantage of the hazar- 
dous Expedition was irretrievably prevented, affecied 
him fo ftrongly that he retired to his Tent, that he 
might have no Witnefles to the Grief and Angouifh 
which he could no longer fupprefs. Except this fin- 
gle Inftance of human Frailty, which fome Pertons 
have infolentdy ceniured, his Contlancy, his Pru- 
dence, his Serenity, and Ajacrity, jullly excite our 
Aftonifhment, and deferve our Imitation. And trom 
this he foon recovered, refuming his ufual Chearfulnefs. 
He told his Men, that, as the Ship had not been able 
to regain the Ifland, it was probable that fhe was gone 
to Cy:/r, and that the only Means which remained to 
meet her there, was to jaw the Boat which they had 
taken through the Middle, and lengthen it, fo that it 
might be large enough to carry them all. He not 
only exhorted them to this Work, but, to encourage 
them in forwarding it, he himtelf condeicended to be 
a Workman Mott of the Siip’s Carpenters happen- 
ing to be on the Ifland, they foon got ‘Tools and Ma- 
terials ready to join the two Ends of the Boat, when, 
on the 11th of O@ober, the Ship again appeared, and 
put an nd at once to their Labour and Apprehentions. 
Mr. “n/on immediately went on board, with the 
greateft Part of his Men; and tho’ fome Days afteg, 
fhe was again driven off, the Crew being now {trong- 
er, brought her back into the Road in five Days. The 
Sailors who had.been left on Shore, had already begun 
to refit the Boat, which would convenienily have held 
their {mall Number. But being at laft once more got 
all together, they left this Ifland, where they had expee 
rienced the greateft Viciflitudes of Joy and Confterna- 
tion. This laft Trip proved more profperous, and 
they arrived at Macao on the 12th of December, which 
was the firft friendly Port they had feen during two 
Years. The Portugue/e Governor fhew'd himfelf both 
a weak Counfellor and a timorous Friend. For tho’ 
he was inclined to favour Mr. Anfon, his felfith 
Dependance on the Chinefe hinder’d him from 
doing it effeciually. He advifed him againit going to 
Canton, to avoid a Difpute with the Inhabitants, who 
not being ufed to fee Ships of that Force, would 
infift upon the fame Fees which Merchant Ships paid, 
and from which a Man of War might juftly think it- 
felf exempt. Upon receiving this Account, the Com- 
modore fail’d to a {mall Port called 7ypa, and here he 
was put to infinite Trouble in procuring Necefiaries 
from the Chine/e, becaufe they are ftri¢tly attached, by 
their Intercit, to the Spaniards of Mamila. They re- 
garded the Engli/h Commodore as no better than a 
powerful Pirate, and this, joined with the Perfidy of 
their Mandarines, the Venality of their Courts of Ju- 
flice, and the Frauds of their Traders, occafion’d De-

The watery E- 
lement, though, to the common and unthinking Spe-ta- 
tor, it appears unfit for Re{pirat! ion and Lite, abounds 
with Creatures fred for it: Its Bowels are abundantly 
ftored, and its Surface is well befpread. The Earth, alfo, 
is plentitully itocked, in all its Parts, where Anima's can 
be wl any Ute : and what fhould be moft admired, and 
plainly indicateth a divine Mana rement in the ¢ ‘ale, iS, 
that hole Creatures are maniteitly detigned for the Place 
in which they are, and tor the Ufe and Services they per- 
torm therein. 
ils on this Globe had ita: ted up by Chance, 


or been placed abe rwile t jee under the Direttion of a di- 
vire Providesce, rf the Animal World would have been 
In a contued, inconvenient, and diorderly Mixture. One 
; 4 vouul Lave wanted Food, another Habitation, and 
ail o: hem Saiery : They would have po.! yned, ttarved, 
or groatl, insommoded one another, as they would all

The Down, 
in tnch long, may properly be cailed its Cloathing, de- 
figned by Providence to keep ir warm ; tor it is extremely 
noe, and clole laid upon the Skin: And the long Hair is 
fo ‘pread over all, as to preferve the Down Cloathing 
from Dirt and Wert.---Ot the Down are made the beit Hats

This Crearuve, whether Male or Female, is turnifhed 

with two Bags under irs Inreftines, from whence it ejects a 
ould Subitance thar foon cong reals i inthe Air, and under 
tien Nome ot Ca tore: (771, bec mes an excellent "Medicine in 
the Hands of the Phytician, tor the Ufe of Man, againtt 
Poifons, Vapours, and other Ind {pot itions, as you will find 
herearrer. 

Eis ¢ fampolition, in every other Refpect, is marvellous. 
His Mouch 1s befet with very {trong Teeth, riveted deeply 
into his Jaws witha long and crooked Root ° Providence 
having detligned that the Beaver fhall cut Wood with 
them, “wherewith to build his Habi tation, as well as to fur. 
nifh himfelf with, and to maiticate his Food.---His Fore. 
feet refemble thofe of an Ape, Rat, and Squirrel, who 
bi ) ‘d what they eat in their Paws, as he does: And with 

hefe he digs, i vitens, and works the Clay or Loam, which 
* allt neceflary for his Prete rvation And parti icularly, the 
Structure of rhe hind Feer of this Creature i is Very extraor- 
dinary, and plainly demonttrare, that its Maker did defign 
it to live in the Wat ter, as Well as on the Land ; they { feem 
more proner to fwim ch: n to Ww alk with ; the five Toes of 
each Foor be ing jo. ined, hike thofe of a Goofe, by a Mem. 
brane, Which keeps him above Water,-e-His Tail is Ic ong, a 
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little flar, and entirely covered with Scales, fupplied with 
ttrong Mufcles, and perpetually lubricated with Oil o: Fat ; 
becauie, as this Animal i is an Architect trom its Birth, he 
ules his Tail, inftead ot a Hod, to carry his Clay or Roan 
tar, and as a Trowel to foread and torm it into an = 
crultation : The Scales preter ve the Ficth trom the cold 
humid, and other noxious Qualities of the Burden ; and 
the Oil or Fat which he rubs upon thefe Scales with his 
Snout, from the Bags betoveementioned, derends them from 
the noxious Air at id Water, 

Their Ha itations, and the Manner of building them, 
carry in them rhe vitible Marks of the fame directing Res, 
vidence. And as they chu! ¢ to cohabit in great Numbers 
in the fame Manion, unlefs torced to fepar ate by violent 
Heats, Inundartions, Pu f{uits or Hunters, or by Scarcity of 
Provit hon, or by the extiaordinary Increafe otf their Off. 
{pring, they chufe a Situation near fome Rivulet, and ae 
bounding with Sultenance, where they may form a cone 
venient Bagnio. The firft Work is to build a’ Mole or Caule- 
way, in which the Water may rife toa Level with the frit 
St ry of thei: Habitation. This Caufeway is built of Wood 

and Clay, about twe ive Feet thick at the Bottom, defcending 
in a Siope on the Side next the Water, w hich, in Propore 
tion to its Elevation Sraviates upon the Wor k, and prefles 
it with a ftrong Tendency towards the Earth. But the ope 
poiite Side is raifed perpend cuiarly, like our Walls : And

S I am an Encourager of your 37 gazine, having 
A given Orders for it as foon as l law it adver- 
risa; fo, I obferve, you have, among other Things, 
inferted the Coxfejions of “fobm Vicars, and Amy 
Hutchinfon, who were executed here, agreeable to the 
Sentence pronounced on chem in October lait. 

The Account you have given the Public is, I find, 
taken from the Papers, deliver’d by them to an Agent 
for the Printer of the Cambridge Fournal. 

Vicars’s Paper is what, at the fatal Tree, he de- 
clar’'d to be his real Conf fron, and I doubt not but 
that it is fo; being of a Piece exactly with his Ha- 
rangue in the Cart, a few Minutes before the Execu- 
tioner had given him his Exit into the World un- 
known. The Woman's Paper, is what fhe contented 
fhould be made public, and was drawn up by a Gen- 
tleman to whom fhe declar'’d the Subftance of it to be 
true. But as there were fome remarkable Circum- 
{iances attending both the 7ria/ and Execution of Vi- 
cars, and as Curiofity had led me, among many others, 
to be prefent at both, fo, I prefume, it will not be 
difagreeable to your Readers, to be entertain’d with 
what did really pafs at thofe two aweful and tre- 
mendous Occafions: And, for that Reafon, I fhall 
give you the Facts, and my own Animadverfions on 
them ; afluring you, that as to the Facts, | fhall not 
vary a Tittle from them. 

When Vicars was brought to the Bar, he appear’d 
in a fhabby great Coat, a Weather-beaten red Waitt- 
coat, and a white Holland Cap, tied at the Top with 
a black Ribbon, fo that he had the Appearance ra- 
ther of a Bridegroom, juft return’d from the Nupzial 
Bed, than of a Malefactor approaching a Tribunal of 

Juftice. 

As foon as his Indiétment was read over to him, he 
foreftall’d the Judge with an Addrefs, ‘ That as the 
Parifhioners of //Airt/efea had feiz’d on his Effeéts, and 
the Effects were valued at 30 /. at leaft, he thought 
it very cruel in them, that, being 15 Weeks in Prifon, 
they had not furnifh’d him with one Farthing to fup- 
port him there ; that he had ftarv’d there, had it not 
been for the Humanity of the Gea/er, and fome other 
good People in this Place, who, on his afiuring them 
he had confiderably in the Hands of the Woitr/e/ea 
People, fupplied his Indigencies with the Neceflaries 
of Life, or otherwife he had not furvived to take his 
Trial: That therefore he fhould not die in Peace, 
unlefs his Lordfhip would be fo good as to order 
the Payment of the Debts he had contra¢ted with 
thefe People, out of thofe of his Goods and Chattels 
in Poflefion of the faid Parifh. ‘T’o this the Judge 
gave him for Anfwer, that it was not in his Power to 
command, but that he would endeavour to intercede 
with them, to grant this, which he thought a very 
reafonable Requeft. 


He fac'd the Judge with fuch a ftedfait Countenance 
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as aftonifh’d both him and the Spectators ; appearing 
all the while, more like a triumphant Marty, than a 
tremiling Mal:facor. 

He was very diltinét in his Anfwer to the Judge, 
when he atk’d him if he pleaded Gur/y? And told 
him, ‘* My Lord, I would not be mifunderftood, tor 
I do fay, | am Guirtry: And now, my Lord, ! 
have another Favour to alk of you, which is, that af 
ter the Execution, you will pleafe to order I fhould be 
buried.” ‘The Judge reply’d, ‘“‘ That he fhould have 
Occafion to fee him again before that ‘Time, and chat 
then they would talk about thac Affair.”’ 

He made an Apology for the Contemptibility of 
Drefs he was then in, and told the Judge he had bet 
ter Cloaths in the Poffeflion of the People of /? i: 
Jee, and would have had his beft Cloaths to have ap 
pear’d in at this Time, could he have obtain’d them 
But the Judge anfwer'd him, ‘* Poor unhappy Man ! 
Alas! You are going betore a ‘lribunal foon, where 
you will nave fomething to think of, of more Im 
portance than Cloaths: Your Habit is good enougi 
for your prefent Condition ! 

While in Prifon, he was fo far from exprefling any 
Concern or Regret, for the wicked Deed he had per- | 
petrated, that he rather gloried in it, and faid, ** That 
he would do the fame again, had he the fame Provo- 
cation ;"” for he declar’d, ‘* ‘That he dearly lov'd his 
Wife, but that fhe was fuch a d d Whore, he 
could not let her live ;** and further, ‘* That the {mil'd 
in his Face when he was going to kill her. 

On Tuesday the 7th of Nowember, about One in the 
Afternoon, Vicars in a Cart, and the Woman on a 





_ Sledge, were brought to the Place of Execution. 


Vicars was dre(s'd in his Shroud, of which indeed 
he feem’d to be ridiculoufly vain, and had on his 
Head a clean Holland Cap, with a black Ribbon tied 
about the Top of it, as at his Trial. He flood erect 
in the Cart all the Time he pafs’d through the Croud, 
and with an unfhaken Countenance look'd around him. 
When he came to the fatal Tree, the Minilter pray’d 
by him ; and after that, the whole Sixth P/alm (which 
himfelf had made Choice of ) was fung, he all the 
while joining in it with a great deal of / Acatrical Ac- 
tion, and fecming Devotion. The ‘Tune he fung was 
but the Imitation of a Pfalm-tune, every Line of it 
being fang with uxwaried Notes. This ended, he ad- 
drefs'd himfelf to fome particular Perfons, who flood 
juft about him, fhook Hands with them, and bowed 
himfelf to them in the moft complaifant Manner. The 
Woman was all the while in the Sledge, by the Side 
of the fatal Tree, in a Garment daubed with PitcA, 
and her Arms and Face were befmear’d with Ter. 
Prefently they fung again, which was the whole Fifty- 
third Pfalm, {elected by the Woman; in which /7- 
cars, with the fame Airs and Shew of Devotion, alfo 
join'd : This done, fhe was drawn to the Stake, where 
after a fhort Prayer, which fhe feem’d to ejaculate, the 
Executioner ftrangled her ; and in about zo Minutes 
after the Pile was kindled. The whole Affair of her

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Execution was conduéted with the utmoft Decency. 
Aiter fhe had been in the Flames about Half an Hour, 
the Muniiier of Death return’d to Vicar:, \WiloO had 
to fee the laft of her) in order to tie Ais fatal 
Knot ; who appearing quite unpracticed in this fhock- 
ing Art, Vicars fhewed him how to execute his Work 
in the moft advantageous Manner: And having hx'd 
the Cord to his own Defire, he immediately threw 
himlelf off, and expired in afew Moments. ‘The

Chronological Diary of boreign and Domeftic Affairs. 


FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 

The following melancholy Affair awe have received 
from Alicant, a Sea-Port belonging to Spain, dated 
December 10, WN. 8. 

N the 4th Inftant arrived here, in a Boat be- 
() longing to the Cornelia Galley, a Dutch Ship, 
Capt. Eelmer Leyen, bound for Genoa, and lait from 
Gibraltar, where fhe took in nine Genoele Pafiengers ; 
the Crew confifted of the fame Number ; whereof 
Six came and reported, That the Genoeie liad, on 
Account of the Captain's refufing them Water, kill’d 
him, his Son, and the Boatiwain. ‘They got into 
‘Town, as belonging to fome Ship in Port, but the 
Governor fent them to the Caftle ; and the next Day 
a French Ship brought in Six of the Genoefe. ‘Lhe 
Fatt is found to be, That the Dutchmen had robb’d 
the Ship at Gibraltar, and the Matter threatning to 
have them chaltifed at Genoa, they threw him over- 
board, off of Ivica, and kill’d his Son: The Genoefe 
on hearing the Noife, running to the Mafter’s Afiiftance, 
Three were kill'd; but the Fourth luckily got a 
Mufket, and Shot the Boatiwain, and fo retired with 
the reft; and asthe Dutch Sailors could not get at 
them, they hoiited out the Boat, and {et Fire to the 
Ship, with Intention to burn the Genoefe ; but Pro- 
vidence took Care of them, for when the Mafts went 
over-board, they got upon the Pieces, and continued 
*cill the Flames were obierved by a Frenchman, who 
fent his Boat out, and took them up. This barbarous 
Villany was, I think, committed about Ten o’Clock 
at Night. It is fuppofed the Villains will be kept 


here ‘ull they are fent for by the States of Holland.

Rome, Dec. 1g. It is certain that an Algerine Cor 
fair made a Deicent a few Days ago in the Neigh- 
bourhood of Albana, andthe Crew were {fo daring as 
to advance up to the Ditch which inclofes the Che- 
valier St. George’s Country Houfe. He was actually 
there with his Son, the Cardinal of York ; and had 
not his Servants been more numerous than the Barba- 
rians, that Pirate might have had an Opportunity of 
felling both Father and Son to the higheft Bidder. 

An Extrad of a Letter from the Hague, dated De- 
cember 25: 

The Court of Berlin has been exceffive angry with 
what the Author of the Cologn Gazette, and fome 
other News-Writers afer his Example, have pub- 
lith’d in their refpective Papers, aflerting, that the 
Pruflian Troops were to form feveral Camps during 
the Winter. ‘The Refentment of this Court has been 
fo great on this Occafion, as hath induced it to de- 
clare poblickly, that the Malice of the Authors of 
fuch falie and injurious Reports deterve as much Con- 
tempt as Indignation. It is not ecafy to conceive 
what fhould be the Motive of fo much Wrath, 7 
cially 
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cially if the Pruffian Court has no real Intention of 
caufing its Troops to encamp. 


The States General have ijfued an Ordinance for 
regulating the Finances ;: and the States of Holland 
have publifhed two, one fo: impofing a Duty upon 
Coaches and Horie:, by which a Perion who keeps a 
Coach and Six, is io pay a hundred Florins a Year, 
and fo, in Proportion, down to a Saddle Horfe, for 
which they are to pay fifteen Plorins ; the other for 
taxing Water Carriage, Stage-Coaches, and Waggons, 
as alio Pleafure Boats, and Water Equipages, whica 
ic is thought will bring in a great Sum. 


LONDON, Dec. 30. 
N Order of Council is iffued, in order to ftop 
the prefent raging of the Diftemper among the 
borned Cattle, whereby no horned Cattle in England, 
wether fat or lean, well or ill, are to be removed 
irom the Grounds where they fhall be on the 14th of 
next Month, till the 14th of March following, and 
even then they are not to be drove more than two 
M:les to the Place where they are to be killed. So 
that all Oxen, Cows, or Calves, that fhall be killed in 
London during thofe two Months, muft be within two 
Miles of it by the 14th of next Month. Wales, and 
the Counties of Somerfet, Dorfet, Devon, and Corn- 
wall, are exempted from obferving this Order, the 
Diitemper not having been in thofe Parts at the Time 
this Order was made. 

And we are forry that we can inform the Publick, 
hat, by a Letter from Shavington, in the County of 
Yorfet, dated the 2oth Inftant, we have certain Ad- 
e, that all the Country about that Place were in 
great Coniternation about their Cattle, the Diftemper 
aving broke out at Mr. John Barnes’s, who had lott 
upwards of 30 Cows, old and young, being his whole 
Stock, in a Fortnight; and alfo that it had broke out 
among the fat Cattle of a Nobleman in that Neigh- 
bournood, and had carried off a great Number in 
a few Days.
